David Duke, of Ohio county, was 
held np and robbed oa Main street, 
near the corner of Ixwla, ahont 5 
o'clock Tbnraday evening, while It 
waa yet daylight. Tbt work was 
done by Tom Taylor, a well-known 
crook and backman, and it It charged 
that John Wella, Joe Mattingly and 
Ira Rhoadea were his coDfcdetatca. 
They arc all in jail. 

Ddke came to the dty yesttr'ay 
with a load of tobacco, which he told 
to N. B. Cooke. He wai paid I50 In 
money at hit apeclal rcqneat, and waa 
given a check tor |j6. Alter rccvlv- 
Ing his money he went to Medley's 
aaloen in company with P. A. Wlm- 
salt where the two took a drink. 
Taylor and the othcra were in tbe ee- 
loon welting fur something to turn 
np and Taylor aaw the money. He 
aaked Dnke to treat him In order that 
he might have a good tight of the 
money and at toon aa he had taken 
the drink he gave his companions 
the wink and left the aaleon. On the 
onlaidc he teld them that If they 
could go with him they would get the 
old man's pile. 

Dnke left tbe saloon and started up 
town to tee about hit boiaea for the 
night and Taylor and his gang tol- 
lowcd him. Ma'tlngly waa left at 
tbe corner of Third aad Allen, after 
exchanging hata with the leader. 
Taylor ordered Wells and Rbodei to 
go acroaa the atreet and keep even, ao 
that they could come to bis asalatance 
if needed. The two men placed them- 
•elves as directed and Taylor follow- 
ed Duka, ovcitaklng him almost in 
front of Gillette'a Iced atort. He 
aefaed Duke around the waist and at 
the tame time thrust hia hand In hit 
pocket and pulled out bit pocketbook. 
He then gave the old man a shove 
and ran rapidly down tbe street. 
Wella and Rhodes did the same thing 
on their aide. Mattingly waa still 
holding down his corner and he and 
Taylor again exchanged hats and 
walked down the street lo the alley 
between Frederica and St. Ann.

Tb 8 outlook for Republican success 
in 1904 is very encouraging.
